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CRIPPLED  CHILDREN’S  PROGRAM:  Statistical  Highlights,  1962* 


The  number  of  handicapped  children  under  care  in  53  official  crippled  children's 
programs  throughout  the  country  continued  to  increase.  In  1962  there  were  about  385,000, 
or  3.4  percent  more  thain  in  the  preceding  year. 


Trend  in  "new"  cases 

For  the  first  time  in  nearly  a decade,  the  actual  number  of  children  "new"  to  the 
program  showed  a decline,  though  a very  small  reduction  from  the  year  before.  The 
proportion  of  all  children  served  who  are  new  to  the  program  in  a particular  calendar 
year  has  fluctuated  slightly  over  the  years.  Recently,  however,  there  has  been  a tendency 
downward,  even  though  the  actual  number  of  such  children  has  risen  along  with  the  total 
patient  group  receiving  care.  In  1962,  the  proportion  of  all  children  not  seen  previously 
in  a State  program  reached  a low  of  36.3  percent.

Doubtless  there  are  many  factors  influencing  this  trend.  For  some  time  available 
funds  have  not  kept  pace  with  demands  for  service  or  with  the  increased  cost  of  care. 
Moreover  the  kinds  of  conditions  seen,  and  the  types  of  service  offered,  may  be  empha- 
sizing the  need  for  continuing  care.  A close  examination  of  the  problem  would  offer  a 
fruitful  basis  for  study,  particularly  if  the  current  movement  continues. 


Types  and  volume  of  service 

Outpatient  care  to  program  children  has  continued  to  expaind,  both  in  the  number  of 
children  served  and  the  number  of  visits  made.  The  average  ainnual  number  of  visits 
made  per  child  to  clinics  has  remained  at  2.2-  the  same  as  the  year  before.

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The  number  of  children  receiving  inpatient  care  in  hospitals  rose  only  slightly. 
However,  the  number  of  days  reflected  a greater  increase.  As  a result  the  average 
hospital  stay  per  patient,  which  has  been  steadily  declining  for  progrcim  children,  showed 
a slight  reversal  in  1962  (table  1).  It  would  be  premature  to  conclude  from  this  that  the 
hospital  stay  for  program  children  is  leveling  off  at  about  three  weeks  per  child  patient 
on  the  average.  Only  a very  small  nximber  of  children  receive  convalescent  home  care. 
In  1962,  3,464  program  children  were  reported  in  convalescent  facilities,  as  contrasted 
with  3,546  a year  earlier.  Because  of  the  nature  of  this  care  there  are  apt  to  be  wide 
fluctuations  in  the  average  length  of  stay  reported  from  year  to  year. 


Diagnoses 

Over  half  the  diagnosed  cases  in  1962  were  children  with  nonorthopedic  defects. 
Deformities  of  a congenital  nature  are  continuing  to  represent  the  largest  single  group 
of  primary  conditions  among  children  in  official  programs.  About  1 12,000  or  nearly 
three-tenths  of  all  children  served  are  in  this  group.  Roughly  20  percent  of  conditions 
present  at  birth  consisted  of  children  with  malformations  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system.  The  number  of  program  children  in  the  latter  group  in  1962  was  nearly  23,000, 
about  ten  times  what  it  was  in  1950. 

Of  the  14  large  categories  of  conditions  shown  in  table  2,  only  poliomyelitis,  rickets, 
and  nonrespiratory  tuberculosis  showed  fewer  children  served  in  1962  them  in  1950,
